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THE RICHT-TO-WOBK LAWS 

Fourteen states hnvc passed right- to -work bills, 
Alabama being the latest. These bills vary in details, 
but ell of them provide, as the Los Angeles Times ex- 
pressed it i "that no worker may be denied employment 
or discriminated" against because he is or Is not a 
member of a 'union: The right to join a union Is thus 
protected, and the corollary right not to Join is also 
protected." 

Both these' rights arc vitally important to free 
labor, union or nonunion. Under the closed shop or 
the union shop, th c individual is powerless- if he Is 
to hold his job and support his family he must stay 
in the union and pay dues whether he wants to or 
not, and regardless of what he may think of the cal- 
iber and policies 1 of union officials. Under the right- 
to-work, idea on the other hand, where union mem- 
bership Is voluntary, union officials must please their 
members and give good service if they arc to main- 
tain the organization and hold their own jobs. 

In signing Alabama's bill. Governor Persons 
pointed out that there are many national and region- 
al organizations which have performed signal service 
for veterans, farmers, business groups, and others — 
and that In no case is membership compulsory. Then 
he said, "In my opinion, all of our labor unions will be 
far stronger and the members, in them will have a far 
greater interest and respect in the organization if the 
membership can be shown to be desirable and they 
are not forced to join." In short, both fundamental 
individual rights and the cause of sound unionism its- 
self are given basic protection In the right-to-work 
bill.

SAFETY HAS TO BE EARNED 

A short time ago three American railroads were 
given the coveted E. Harriman Memorial Gold Medal 
awards for the best safety records for 1952, and elev- 
en others were presented with "certificates of com- 
mendation." Tin's served to highlight the amazing 



safety record established last .year by the railroad In- 
dustry as a whole. 

Here' are some of the achievements: Not a 
single railroad, passenger lost his life In a train coll- 
ision or derailment. Passenger fatalities from falls 
from trains and the like were fewer in number and 
in frequency than in any other, year of record. Few- 
er employes were fatally injured than In/ any of the 
preceding 04 years, for which statistics are available. 
The number of fatalities due to highway grade cross- 
ing accidents was the second lowest for thc post 33 
years. Even fatalities to trespassers- Illegally riding 
thc trains or walking the tracks hit a new low, 

How and why did all this happen? Obviously, 
it wasn't just because the gods ot chance smiled on 
the railroads.

Better equip- 
ment, better systems of control, day In and day out 
training of employes— these are. the kind of factors 
that have made the railroads almost unbelievably safe.
